It 
was killed in committee,

won the house over to putting it on 
the calendar, and the house promptly 
; killed the measure on roll call. Dr. 
bornan—Bro. Bond then reintroduced the measure! 
with the women exempted, and the 
house, passed it in that shape, but 
the bill died in the senate. Governor 
Cruce revived the measure for the 
special session.

FLOODS RUIN LARGE 
QUANTITIES OF STAMPS 
St. Louis, Mo., April 5.—An after­ 
effect of the Eastern floods the entire 
South west is threaten* d with a stamp 
famine, the first of its kind in the his­ 
tory of the United States, 
f 
The startling discovery was made 
at the St. Louis postoffice today, when 
nine water-soaked pouches of regist­ 
ered mail were opened. They contain­ 
ed. chiefly, packages of new currency 
sent from the mint at Washington, 
D. C., to banks in Kansas, Oklahoma, 
I Texa« and other Southern States, and 
order* of stamps addressed to hun­ 
dreds of postmaster* in the Southwest. I 
I 
The aggregate value of the stamps 
Is estimated at more 
than 
$100,000. 
.Many of the sealed package*, rotted 
open by the water, 
disclosed 
thou­ 
sands of sheets of stamp* faded be­ 
yond recognition. Others, which had 
not been so thoroughly soaked, were 
converted Into solid blocks of paper 
j when the water contracted the gum­ 
med sides. 
The face valse of the soaked cur­ 
rency te? estimated at approximately 
$100,000. A« none of this kind had yet 
been signed *by the banks in whose 
names it is being issued the actual 
damage to the currency will be much 
lighter. Several of the package* were 
so badly damaged It is doubtful if the 
bills will survive the flood ordeal. All 
of the currency, it is thought, will 
hove to be returned to the ‘‘money 
laundry” at Washington for a second
